DAY WILL DECLINE EXTRAVAGANT PAY 
FOR HIS RECENT SERVICES IN PARIS 


President af the Late Peace Commission Reaches His Heme in 
Canton in Excellent Health, 


WAS JUST IN TIME FOR BINNER 


Er-Secrelay af State Says He Will Not 
Be Candidate for Governor. 


WANTS TO RESUME LAW PRACTICE 


He Declares That No Member of the 
Commission Expects the Large 
Remuneration That Has 
Been Suggestei by 
Papers. 


Canton, O., December 25.—Judge Day, 
president of the late peace commission, and 
Mrs. Day reached their Canton home in 
time to take Christmas dinner with the 
family. They arrived at 10:15 o'clock this 
morning over the Pennsylvania road. There 
was no formal greeting arranged for them, 
but a committee of the Stark county bar, 
several personal friends and members of 
the family were at the station to meet them. 

The judge is in excellent heaith and 
spirits, and the trip abroad has evidently 
been beneficial. Mrs. Day also in ex- 
cellent health, and notwithstanding the 
seasickness on the return voyage, comes to 
her home in much better health than when 
she left it. 

Judge Day, when asked as to his plans for 
the future, said he expects to remain in 
Canton and resume the practice of law in 
the firm of which he was a member before 
entering the cabinet of President McKin- 
ley. The work of the commission ended 
when the treaty was delivered to the presi- 
dent, and he does not expect to visit \Vash- 
ington again in connection with any duties 
of that commission. Asked as to whecher 
he had any desires which the state »f Ohio 
could satisfy, he said: 

“Tf you refer to political desires, I have 
not. My only ambition is to be allowei to 
pursue the practice of my profession.” 

Later in the conversation he authorized 
the direct statement that under no circum- 
stances would he be a candidaie for gover- 
nor, as has been reported during his ab- 
sence in Paris. 

No Big Pay for the Work. 

While he talked freely on miny matters 
connected with his work in Paris, Judge 
Day did not feel at liberty to give an inter- 
view in detail on the work of the commis- 
sion. He said the talk of $100,000 compen- 
sation for the commissioners, or of any sum 
approaching that amount was ridiculous 
and preposterous. The president fixes the 
compensation of the commissioners, and 
none of them, it is safe *o say, accepted 
the duties as a speculation. None of them 
have any idea of a large fee such as would 
have been paid had they performed the 
duties in the capacity of regularly retained 
attorneys. 

There is no actual precedent on which 
to base an estimate, but the prediction is 
ventured that the compensation of the com- 
missioners will not exceed $15,000 each and 
reasonable expenses incurred on the trip 
and in Paris. These expenses, however, 
will not include those incurred for the wives 
and families of the attaches of the com- 
mission, because all such went on the jour- 
ney entirely independent of the commission 
and were ih no way a charge upon the 
official party. 

It is probable that the stories of large 
compensation was suggested by payments 
in treaty negotiations of the past, notably 
the Bering sea matter and Mr. Foster's 
work in connection with the China and 
Japan treaty. In the case of Mr. Foster 
there is no parallel to the Paris commis- 
sion. He was retained for a very large fee 
to perform certain duties. In the case of 
the Bering sea the commissioners were 
paid very moderate sums for their work, 
but associated with them were a number of 
attorneys of note in the capacity of council 
looking after large interests, and as such 
were paid liberal fees. 

A number of friends have called on Judge 
Day since his return, and to them he has ) 
talked entertainingly. 

Work at Paris Was Hard. 

The work at Paris was felt by the com- 
missioners to be arduous, and left little or 
no opportunity for pleasures, which the 
judge would have been glad to have enjoy- 
ed in a city which impressed him with its 
peauty and historic interest. The French 
government treated the commissioners very 
well, and the room in which the negotia- 
tions were conducted was a magnificent one 
well adapted to the work in hand. The 
Americans were in session every day, and 
during long hours most days during their 
sojourn in Paris. They took a vast amount 
of testimony bearing on the questions to 
be disposed of, and were in constant com- 
munication with the president. Whenever, 
under instructions from Washington, the 
American position was closely defined, a 
session was had with the Spanish represen- 
tatives, and at such sessions the Americans 
always presented a firm and united position. 

There were but two critical periods in 
the negotiations, the first regarding the 
Cuban debt, which was an open question 
for more than a month, during which time 
‘the Americans never swerved from the

me deviation, and the Spaniards finally ac- 
cepted. 

‘Phe persona] relations between the repre- 
Sentatives of the two governments was at 
all times friendly and cordial. The Amer- 
icans had great respect for the ability of 
the Spanish members, and believe that 
nothing was left unsaid or undone that 
could benefit the Spanish case. The presi- 
dent of the Spanish commission was re- 
marked as a man of great ability by the 
Americans, and won their respect for the 
able manner in which he conducted the 
Spanish case. 


WEYLER IS SEEKING CONTROL. 


Sagasta’s Illness Has Brought a Halt 
to the Political Crisis. 

Madrid, December 25.—Senor Sagasta’s jll- 
ness has brought to a standstill the politi- 
cal crisis and the negotiations for the reor- 
ganization of the liberal party. Many lib- 
eralg are opposed to General Weyler’s be- 


coming minister of war, because they fear 
he will aspire to succeed Sagasta us leader 
of the party.

NINE MEN INJURED IN WRECK. | 


TWO ENGINES COLLIDE IN LEX- 
INGTON, KY., SUBURBS. 


One Crew Jumps and Every man is 
Hurt While Other Crew Sticks 
and Escapes. 


Lexington, Ky., December 25.—The worst 
wreck in this vicinity in ten years occurred 
in the suburbs of the city, near Pepper's 
distillery, at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

A Louisville and Nashville yard engine 
and Chesapeake and Ohio engine No. 90, 
pulling an extra freight train, collided and 
as @ result nine men are badly injured, two 
probably fatally, and both engines demoi- 
ished. 

The yard engine was backing down in 
the yards and the freight train was com- 
ing from Louisville. ‘The foreman heard 
the latter, which was around a sharp curve, 
whistle and started for a switch as the 
only way of avoiding a collision. He was 
unable to make the switch and the two en- 
gines collided. 

The Louisville and Nashville engine was 
completely demolished and the wreck was 
carried 300 feet down the track, The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio engine was run back 
through the tender and the whole frunt 
beat in. All the Louisville and Nashviile 
employees jumped and ail were injured, 
two provabiy tatally. The Cheasapeake 
and Unio men reinained at their posis and 
were not seriousiy hurt.

Weather Condition Moderates from At- 
lantic to Pacific. 

Washington, December 25.—A storm of 
great intensity has developed to the north 
of Montana. Prince Albert reports a pres- 
sure of 29.24 inches and Havre a southwest 
wind of forty-four miles an hour. Else- 
where the weather conditions are moderate 
frcm the Atlantic to the Pacific, ' 

The temperature has fallen in New Eng- 
land and in the lower Missouri valley; has 
risen from the Rocky mountains to the 
Pacitic coast and in the Red River valley, 
and has remained nearly stationary else- 
where. 

Rain has fallen on the south Atlantic 
coast and in eastern Florida and on the 
northern Pacific coast. A light snow fell in 
the lake region and upper Mississippi val- 
ley and it has been generally fair else- 
where. 

Increasing cloudiness and light snow 
may be expected in the lake regions and 
the Ohio valley, threatening weather, pos- 
sibly followed by light rain in the middle 
Atlantic states Monday night, with light 
rain in the south Atlantic states and gen- 
erally fair elsewhere. 

It will grow colder in New’ England, 
warmer in the lake region, middle and up- 
per Mississippi valley, and the tempcrature 
will be nearly stationary elsewhere.

ny, N. Y., December 25.—J. R. Dodge, 
‘or many years statistician of the United 
States department of agriculture, at Wash- 
ington, has written to The Country Gentle- 
men an ¢xhaustive answer to the address 
of Sir William Crooks, before the British 
Science Association, in which the latter pre- 
dicted a great wheat famine. He takes Sir 
William to task for” presenting inaccurate 
figures. He says: 

“Sir William Crooks declares 
is already a deficit of wheat area of 31,000 
square miles, or approximately 20,000,000 
acres, rather unreasonably, in view of the 
fact that this area, at the present state of 
vield, would produce nearly 250,000,000 
bushels, while the European deficiency, 
which is the principa} one in the world, is 
by the Beerbohm record only 210,000,000 
bushels average in the last eight years. 
He assumes the present annual requirement 
for bread is 2,324,000,000 busheis of wheat, 
while the offirial and export estimates of 
the period since 18% averages more than 
that fizure, the compilation of such esti- 
mates for seven years by the department of 
agriculture averaging 2,477,845,000, an excess 
of over 150,000,000, though the eminent 
scientist is almost as lame in his Matisties 
of consumption as he is in those of pro- 
duction, really minimizing both. He makes 
the supply of the year only  1,921,000,000, 
while in the statement quoted above the 
product of 1897, the smallest of seven years, 
is given as 2,214,000, (4X). 

‘Tt is a very unreliable forecast that un- 
derstates production nearly 10 per cent. It 
would be uncharitable to hope for a secar- 
city of bread rations; still our wheat grow- 
ers would not feel very despondent over the 
prospects of good prices. 

“The Crooks view is a distinct encourage- 
ment to them and similar views have been 
put forth before, sometimes apparently in 
the hope of raising prices. Unfortunately, 
when exaggerated a temporary rise of 10 
per cent is followed—as the result of na- 
tural reaction and from the effect of in- 
crease of area, stimulated by tmeporary 
advance in value—by a fall of 20 to 30 per 
cent as between 1891 and 1895. It is hard 
to convince people, scientists as well as 
plain people, that honesty is the best policy, 
and truth in statistics cannot safely be de- 
parted from. The practice of stock ex- 
changes, as wel] as that of bucket-shops, 
to secure a temporary advantage, can never 
aid the cause of science or rura] economy.”

TRICKS OF AN OPIUM VICTIM. 


How a Woman Kept Herself Supplied 


with the Drug at a Sanitarium.

The midnight services on Christmas @vé 
in Rome are impressive. Nine cardinals in 
costly vestments, nine train bearers, twenty 
ushers, a choir of superb voices behind a 
gilded railing, all add to the impressive 
service. The chapel is a blaze of light and 
Michael Angelo’s ‘‘Last Judgment,”’ paint- 
ed on the ceiling, adds to the superb ef- 
fect.

Peter’s. The altar glitters with gold and 
candles and is arched by a canopy. There 
are two thrones for the pope.

Peace and Good Will Season of Quaker 
City Keeps Police Busy. 


FOUR PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH 


Careless Handling of Coal Oil Lamps 
Results in Tragic Ending of 
Four Persons.

Philadelphia, December 25.—The peace 


and good will season of the past twenty- 
four hours has kept the police of this 
city busier than they have been for many 
a day. The gravest case which called for 
their services may result in a triple murder. 
It occurred tonight in a disreputable court 
near Eleventh and Race streets, 

Mary Johnson and Alice White, both ne- 
gro women, twenty-eight years old, were 
shot in the head and body, and Charles 
H. Moore, a thirty-four-year-old white 
man, was shot in the back by George St. 
Clair, a negro. Alice White is not expected 
to live through the night and the other 
two victims are in a critical condition. 

The shooting occurred in Mary Johnson’s 
house, and according to her statement, St. 
Clair, who lived near by, accompanied by 
a colored friend of his from Washington, 
name unknown, forced an entrance while 
the women were sleeping and picked a 
quarrel] over a trivial matter, finally draw- 
Ing a revolver and firing three shots, all 
of which took effect. , 

Moore, who was unknown to the parties, 
was looking for another house when he 
accidentally stumbled into the place while 
St. Clair was shooting. The pistol was 
promptly turned on him and he was shot 
in the back. 

St. Clair and his companion escaped and 
up to a late hour had not been captured. 

Flames found four victims during the 
Christmas period. Mrs. John Ford and her 
infant daughter were burned to death at 
their home in a fire caused by an explosion 
of an oil lamp, and Miss Mary Coyle, aged 
seventy years, met death from a like 
«cause. She fell @ownstairs with a iighted 
oil lamp in her hand. 

Mrs. Kate McNicol, aged forty-two, was 
terribly burned by the upsetting of an oil 
lamp at her home and died tonight. 

Griffith Harvey, an eighty-two-year-old 
colored man, feil from a third story win- 
dow of his home last night and died from 
a fractured skull. 

Joseph McAvoy was sandbagged by two 
men who followed him from a Camden 
saloon early this morning and robbed him 
of $46. He will recover. 


SHE HAS NO FEMININE RIVALS. 


Miss Dean Is Successful Landscape 
Assistant to New York Architect. 

Marjory Dean is the romantic name of a 
very practical young woman, perhaps the 
Only faminine landscape assistant to an 
architect in this country. Miss Dean, or M. 
Dean, is a plump little woman, still under 
thirty, and devoted to her.work. 

“How did you chance upon your profes- 
sion?’’ she was asked. 

“There was no chance about it,” she re- 
Plied. “I Knew I should have to earn my 
living when I left sehool, so I endeavored 
to lay the foundation for a profession by 
my studies in the public schools. Now I 
don’t want you to think that all of this 
forehtought originated with men as a girl, 
for it did not. I was lucky in having a 
very practical mother, who treated all of 
her children alike, boys and girls. She 
would ask us, even as little tots, what we 
expected to do to earn our living when we 
grep up. Then as we grew up, while at 
school, she would give us advice. 

“Her advice to me,’’ Miss Dean contin- 
ued, ‘‘was to look for some other profession 
besides typewriting, bookkeeping and teach- 
ing. I have no specia] taient, so when I 
showed a fondness for architecture she en- 
couraged me and suggested that even if l 
yever succeeded in becoming an architect, I 
might be an architect’s assistant in some 
capacity. 

“So, you see, it was my mother who bent 
the twig. After I left school I came to 
New York and offered my services to a 
well known architect. He could not em- 
ploy me, but gave me some valuable ad- 
vice. “Go to Europe,’ he said, ‘if possible, 
and spend at least three months studying 
architecture. Not the buildings so much— 
for every architect has studied that branch 
—but their settings. Study the grounds. 
Every year the number of wealthy Ameri- 
cans who wish to build handsome homes is 
increasing. In the majority of cases they 
take a fancy to a certain style of archi- 
tecture and want it. built on some particu- 
lar spot, without the least regard for the 
suitability. Now, what you want to learn 
is how to build the grounds up to suit the 
house. Let the architect build the house 
and you build the grounds.’ 

“T acted on his suggestion. I borrowed 
the money and took a wheeling tour 
through the British isles and several coun- 
tries in Europe with a classmate, who did 
not have to earn her Hving and was willing 
to go any route that was to my advantage. 

“On my return I became the assistant of 
my adviser and today am earning a com- 
fortable living with a little money put 
aside for a rainy day. I am the only wo- 
man in America filling such a position, #80 
far as I know, and I am quite sure the 
field is large enough for many more. 

“Do I superintend the carrying out of 
my plans? Only S far as to see that they 
produce the desired effact. I Know almost 
nothing about the habits and requirements 
of trees and plants. That is the business 
of the gardeners who carry out my plans, 
and I only see that they do their work in 
such a manner as to harmonize with the 
grounds. I did not think it is worth my 
while to study landscape gardening because 
I would not have time to see to the plant- 
ing and cultivating. I am fully occupied 
as it now stands, and, as I said before, my 
profession is by no means overcrowded. I 
am out of doors and away from the city the 
greater part of the time, but my work is 
healthful, pays excellently and I am very 
fond of it.’’ 


The Age of an Oyster.

He who wishes may find out the exact 
age of an oyster, though the has not the 
telltale evidence in teeth. The lines in the 
groove of the hinge of the shell tell the 
whole story, each line representing a year. 
An oyster is of age at four years; that is, 
he is old enough to vote, take care of a 
family and go to market. Going to mar- 
ket is a disastrous undertaking, for a four- 
year-old oyster is particilarly palatable. 
By this it must not be supposed that after 
an oyster has passed the four-layer pe- 
riod and has five, six or even ten wrinkles 
on his shell he is a back number. Indeed 
there are records of oysters being eaten 
just after celebrating their thirtieth birth- 
day, and in most cases they formed a deli- 
cious meal. ‘Thirty is an unusual age for 
an oyster to attain, because few are given 
an opportunity to live so long. If left to 
enjoy life in his own way, it is quite prob- 
able that the oyster would become an 0oc- 
togenarian or even centenarian, :

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A NASHVILLE LADY LETS IN 
SOME PRISON GLIMPSES 


The recent utterance of President Mc- 
Kinley in Atlanta, expressing the wish of 
« Yrepublican president that the nation 
should care for the graves of the confeder- 
ate dead, has brought to the writer's mind 
some of the early dealings of the first re- 
publican president with those dead soldiers’ 
former comrades in arms, the confederate 
prisoners, which deserve to be more widely 
known. The story is told in a number of 
old letters now lying in my desk, the rep- 
resentatives of hundred of other letters, 
long since destroyed, all written to my fa- 
ther by confederate prisoners, and by of- 
ficers of the United States government, and

of the government in regard to the prison- 
ers which would be hard to parallel from 
any civil war in the history of the world. 

A year or two before the war business 
interests led my fatner, Mr. H. C. Hardy, 
to New York where he remained during 
the entire conflict his health being such 
that there was no possibility of his being 
accepted for service in the southern army, 
and no danger of his being drafted into the 
northern ranks.

Immediately 
upon receiving it he and two of his south- 
ern friends subscribed several thousand 
dollars for the relief of the men, and in a 
visit to their colonel, their officers were 
asked to make out a list of the needed sup- 
plies. ' 

The first batch of orders received contains 
considerable information, both as to the 
needs of the prisoners and as regards hu- 
man nature in general. The great majority 
of the men seem to have ordered only what 
they really needed. Some of the officers, 
unused to the hardships of prison fare, ex- 
pecting a speedy end to the war, and all 
money expended for them, decided to make 
themselves as comfortable as circumstan- 
ces would permit, While a few evidently 
went upon the simple and convenient pian 
of taking everything they could get, regard- 
less of consequences. The orders range 
from an officer’s modest request for ‘“‘one 
Crimean shirt, one colored undershirt. two 
pair of socks No. 10, one silk handkKerchief,’’ 
to the demand of one of the “‘high privates’’ 
for a suit of clothes, the trousesrs to be 
‘‘full on the hips and legs,” a silk hat, an 
extra fancy vest, an abundant supply of 
linen shirts and underclothing, and a quan- 
tity of small sundries. As an offset to the 
extravagance of shirts by the dozen, how- 
ever, he asks only four collars—one of linen 
ind three of paper. This document seems 
i have been met with remonstrauce, and 
was afterwards cut down. The officers 
collectively ordered a cooking stove, and a 
plentiful supply of hams, fresh meats. 
sauces, eggs, and various delicacies, all 
of which were duly delivered. The men, 
except the sick, were merely supplied with 
warm clothing, writing materials and to- 
bacco, the shirts and overcoats. as shown 
by the lists, being brought literally by the 
hundred. For the sick delicacies of all 
kinds were sent—brandied peaches, wine. 
lemons, and fruits and lighter foods—and 
gratefully acknowledged by the federal 
officer in charge of the prison hospital.

Both officers and men sent Mr. Hardy 
the confederate money in their possession, 
to be exchanged by him and spent for such 
articles as they did not feel justified in 
accepting as gifts.

These 
fees shall be full compensation, and went 
into effect immediately on the approval of 
the law by the governor.

Practically army 
restraints were suspended, except the morn- 
ing and afternoon calls, and the men were 
left free to enjoy themsglves in their own 
fashion. The Third Nebraska, Colonel W. 
J. Bryan’s old regiment, had a fund of 
$1,000 sent from home for a Christmas din- 
ner This was apportioned among the com- 
panies. The Second Louisiana also had 
$1,000 for a Christmas dinner, but this regi- 
ment spent Christmas at sea, having sailed 
yesterday at the same time as the First 
Texas. Several thousand officers and men 
took dinner in the city with citizens, though 
there was no concerted movement for a 
special spread for the troops, as there 
was on Thanksgiving Day. Tomorrow will 
also be a holiday with the troops. 
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HE HAS GEN. MACEO’S HORSE. 


Captain Purdy, of the Cuban Army, 
Arrives in Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga., December 25—Captain Ho- 
vey Purdy, of the Cuban army, who served 
with the late General Calixto Garcia, is 
here on his way to Marianao from Wash- 
ington, presumably with dispatches from the 
junta. He says the insurgent soldiers are 
expecting that the United States govern- 
ment will make some provision for paying 
them their wages. Leading citizens, he 
says, will endeavor to infiuence this gov- 
ernment to advance the money necessary 
and charge the amount against the Cuban 
revenues and other assets of the island. 
The enlisted men would be satisfied to 
receive $59 to $100 each, and the officers 
from $500 to $1,000. Captain Purdy has 
served three years without pay. He has 
with him here the horse, Camaguey, which 
was ridden by General Maceo for nearly 
two years and at the time he was killed by 
the Spaniards. Camaguey is a large and 
powertul bay, and knows ail of the bugle 
calls as perfectly as any human trooper. 


TWO YOUNG MEN PARDOUNED. 


Governor Candler Makes Two Hearts 
Happy. 


Savannah, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
Pardons from Governor Candler were re- 
ceived today for two well-known Chatham 
county convicts. Both were welcomed 
(“hristmas presents. One was for Francis 
Bartow Kellar, who was convicted on the 
charge of seduction several years ago and 
sentenced to spend five years in the peni- 
tentiary. Kellar’s alleged victim, Miss 
Mary Marshail, has since been married and 
is living happily. The other pardon was 
for young Joseph Hallinan, who has served 
three years of a five-year sentence 
on a charge of larceny after 
trust. He was bookkeeper here for 
the Armour Packing Company and 
was found to be about $1,000 short in his 
accounts. There is nothing political in 
either of these pardons, though both have 
influential friends, but they are all among 
Lusiness people.

Curry, Goens, Gus Campbell and Jim Mec- 
Cormick, all young white men employed in 
secured a jug of whisky 
this morning and went to an old, unoccu- 
pied house, near the Boyd guano factory, 
to celebrate Christmas, and by noon the 
entire party was badly intoxicated. It is 
thought the men had been gambling, as 
the difficulty which terminated so seriously, 
began in a dispute 

Campbel] is the only witness to the af- 
fair, as MeCormick had become go intoxi- 
cated aS to be unconscious of anything. 
Campbell says Curry and Goens became in- 
volved in a difficulty when the latter got 
the former down and shot him. Two shots 
were fired from a thirty-two Smith & Wes- 
son pistol, but only one took effect, which 
entered the forehead over the left eye. 

After the shooting, Goens and Campbell 
Went to the home of the former, leaving 
the wounded and drunken man ulone in the 
place of revelry. 

The shots and fleeing men attracted the 
attention of partiesin the neighborhood and 
ine crime was soon dis@pvered and reported 
to the Officers Phelps and Gordon, 
with Mr. Charles Thomas, went out to 
make the arrevis. When they reached 
Goens’s home they were refused admission, 
Goens swearing he would kil] the first of- 
ficer who entered. The officers found the 
rear door open and with drawn pistols 
sprang into the room. Gordon saw Camp- 
bell lying on the bed and went up to arrest 
him, when Goens put his pistol to the of- 
ficer’s side and attempted to shoot him, but 
the weapon was knocked up by Officer 
Phelps and the men were put under arrest 
and lodged in ‘ail. 

Goens has admitted that he did the shoot- 
ing, and says ne did so because Curry hit 
him with his Tist. 

Drs. Collier and Anthony attended upon 
the wounded man and did what they could 
to alleviate his sufferings, but say his 
cnances for recovery are extremely small, 
and he will probably die before morning. 

Curry is a brick mason and lives in Massa- 
chusetts. He has been working on the new 
cotton mill for several months past and 
was a good workman. 

Goens, the man who did the shooting, has 
a young wife with a babe only a few weeks 
old.

Christmas Dinner to the Soldiers by 
Citizens of Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., December 25.—(Special.)— 
Christmas day has been appropriately ob- 
served in Columbus today. A somewhat 
hazy morning was followed by an after- 
noon of clearness and beauty. Hundreds 
went out to the camps this afternoon. 

The morning and evening servires at the 
churches were well attended. The special 
Christmas programmes carried out there 
were quite interesting. The blue coats 
were, as usual, conspicuous among those 
in attendance. 

At St. Luke Methodist church today the 
new pastor, Rev. Scruggs, preached for the 
first time. He was cordially received by 
the congregation. 

The friendship of the people of Colum- 
bus for the visiting soldiers was evidenced 
today in substantial manner, when a fine 
Christmas dinner, complimentary ta the 
boys in blue, was given. The idea was 
originated by Miss Annie Garrard, who 
was active in carrying it out, and who had 
enthusiastic support. Many citizens con- 
tributed liberally, and the resylt Was a 
most elegant Christmas repast. Large 
numbers of turkeys were among the con- 
tributions of Columbus families. The peo- 
ple here like the soldiers, who are well- 
behaved, gentle. manly young fellows. 

Next Wednesday evening, at the Rankin 
house, a supper will be tendered the men 
and officers of the provost guard. The 
idea was first suggested by Mayor Chap- 
pell, and the details are being jooked after 
by Chief of Potice Williams. 

The Christmas business in Columbus was 
better than was generally expected. There 
is no doubt but that the presence of the 
soldiers had much. to do with this. One 
prominent druggist remarked to The Con- 
stitution correspondent that business had 
been fine, and he added that 50 per cent of 
his holiday trade had come from the camps. 
A great many presents were sent to homes 
in Indiana, Kentucky and West Virginia 
by the soldiers, and the express office was 
the busiest place in town. 

‘“T have been here twenty-four years, 
and I never saw such a rusl before,” re- 
marked Captain Charley Couch, local su- 
perintendent of the Southern Express Com- 
pany, to The Constitution correspondent 
yesterday. 

The usual number of Christmas presen- 
tations to public officials are being made. 
One of the neatest Christmas presents made 
was-that of the Third National bank to 
its friends and patrons, who found in their 
maij yesterday neat purses. In the purses 
were handsome little cards, with inscrip- 
tions to the effect that when the purse 
should overflow, the Third National bank 
would be glad to have the surplus depos- 
ited within its vaults.

Miners Have Been Paid Off and Are 
Spending It Freely. 


DEMAND FOR COAL IS GOOD 


And There Is Work for AII of the 
Men. 


ALL THE MILLS CLOSED FOR TEN BAYS 


Another Pleading Filed in tlg Birm- 
ingham Rolling Mill Bank- 
‘ruptcy Case. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The merchants of Birmingham are 
unanimous in their opinion that there was 
more money spent during the week just 
closed than during any Christmas week 
Since 1892. The streets were exceedingly 
crowded on Tihursday, Friday and Satur- 
day, and yesterday they were just impassa- 
ble. The various mines and furnaces in 
the district paid off Saturday and many 
hundred miners and furnace ‘hands came 
into the city to make purchases for the 
holidays. All businesses seemed to be do- 
ing well and it was etter midnight last 
hight when the places began to close. There 
Was a big abundance of candies, fruits and 
toys sold; in fact, more than ever before 
in one week in Birmingham. It was an in- 
dication of plenty of work and plenty o? 
money on hand, 

Shut Down for Christmas. 

The majority of the industries, with the 
exception of the furnaces, in the distriet 
Will be quiet now until Tuesday morning. 
The rolling mills will not be in blast to- 
morrow on account of the holidays, while 
many of the mines will not be run, either 
tomorrow. The various mining companies 
have given notice, however, that who 
desire to can go to work tomotrow, und 
it is believed that some men will go into 
the mines and get coal ready for dumping 
Tuesday. The need for coal is still very 
urgent and the miners can get all the em- 
ployment they want. The smaller indus- 
tries are also to be still, and the district 
Virtually will take its holiday tomorrow. 

Will Have New Hearing. 

Against a pleading to throw the Birming- 
ham Rolling Mills Company into bankrupt- 
cy, another pleading thas been filed in the 
United States court here by Drennen & 
Co., of this city, intervening. The Bir- 
minghat1 Rolling Mills Company recently 
filed-a bill of assignment. There were 
some law movements and a pleading seek- 
ing to throw the company into bankruptey 
filed. The new hearing will be heard at a 
later date. The Birmingham rolling mills 
have been s6teadily in operation. notwith- 
Standing the filing of the deed of assigh, 
ment and a number of orders on hand to 
make it certain for that condition to pre- 
vail for some time to come. The special 
committee appointed at a meeting of the 
Stockholders, composed of Messrs. W. H. 
Smith and G. W. Norton, of Louisville. and 
J. A. VanHoose, of Birmingham, will be 
ready shortly to make jts report to another

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Our Consular Service. 

It ig pleasant, in the midst of the de- 
mand fora permanent official class, 
to meet with tributes to the old-fash- 
joned American policy of frequent 
changes in office. 

For years those doctrinaires whose 
object in life seems to have been 
the building up of an exclusive class, 
to which should be assigned the duty of 
government, have been making attacks 
upon our consular service. They have 
declared that our consuls abroad were 
incompetent from want of experience, 
and unable to measure up results as 
against those attained by what they 
were pleased to style the “trained 
consular service of other countries.” 
In order to remedy this supposed evil 
they have demanded that the consular 
service should be placed under civil 
service rules, and that promotion 
should be made from post to post, the 
idea being to constitute the present hold- 
ers of consular places a permanent 
class. So far have these demands 
made pfogress that President Cleve- 
land was led to a declaration in favor 


of the principle. 
In a report made by Marshall Hal- 


stead, United States consul to Birming- 
ham, there is furnished an excellent an- 
swer, the more excellent because not 
so intended, to those who are so 92xious 
for the establishment of an official class 
in this country. The gentleman quoted 
is Mr. Robert P. Yates, formerly chair- 
man ofthe Birmingham chamber of com- 
merce, and a gentleman of great promi- 
nence in commercial circles of Great 
Britain. He declares that during the 
past six years, under the impetus ana 
direction of American consuls, the Unit- 
ed States hasgincreased its exports thirty- 
four millions*of dollars, while the in- 
crease in British exports has been only 
one million dollars. In explanation of 
why this great difference was made, Mr. 


Yates goes on to say: 

The United States consul, to begin with, 
has fewer traditions. That is a great ad- 
vantage. He has also, in my experience, 
a far keener eye to industrial and com- 
mercia] affairs and a better capacity for 
details, technical and otherwise. In, I be- 
lieve, sixty towns and cities of the British 
isles there is an American consulate. 
About half of these are in charge of Amer- 
ican citizens, the others being English; but 
these latter are mostly at the unimportant 
places. The thirty Americans have tak- 
en to the duties of ambassadors of com- 
merce with a zeal which cannot, I think, be 
too closely followed by British consuls in 
foreign countries. Of course, it is only 
of late years that manufacturers of the 
United States have generally laid them- 
selves out for a foreign trade. But, like 
new beginners at most things, they have 
put a lot of enthusiasm into the work and 
have spared no trouble. This enthusiasm 
is shared by the consuls, and they take a 
pleasure in acquiring information likely to 
be useful, even though it may entail a good 
deal of trouble and expenditure of a lot of 
time. Yet the American consuls are not 
given to the writing of long-winded re- 
ports, or to explaining at length the prin- 
ciples upon which American merchants 
should conduct their export business. 

But, I inquired, in what way do the 
United States consuls get better informa- 
tion than the British” 

I should say they take a great deal more 
trouble over getting information, and go to 
work in a different fashion. The American 
consul, as a rule, is the sort of man to cul- 
tivate the acquaintance of business men 
in his district, and, of course, we Know 
that the citizens of the Stars and Stripes 
are champions at the gentle art of ques- 
tioning, and their questions are usually 
very much to the point. If a man ina 
large way of business is willing to “‘open 
out” at all, the American consul will stick 
to him until the has got all the essential 
facts likely to be useful to the traders sup- 
plying the particular description of goods 
used. Then, again, when he gets any- 
thing he thinks of importance, he does not 
wait for a month to include the information 
.in a comparative lengthy report, He writes 
out the statement concerning the matter 
promptly, perhaps even the same night— 
as was the case in one instance that came 
under my notice—he catches the next mail, 
it is published in Washington in two or 
three weeks, and it is circulated all over 
the United States with no longer interval 
from the time the information was ac- 
quired than would be taken by many of 
our consuls in preparing the report. I 
quite admit that the English reports may 
‘be more strictly correct in some respects, 
which is only to be expected as the result 
of much greater deliberation, but in these 
days of telephones and telegraphs, and 
steam and scramble, promptituce is al:nost 
everything, and an ideal consul should be 
almost as smart as a journalist. 

The admissions made by this candid 
Englishman form a remarkable tribute 
to the American system of selecting of-

| and sending them abroad, and of the 


value of frequent changes. The Ameri- 
can, more than any other man in the 
world, is ready for instant change. So 
complete and so all-around is he that 
he can readily turn his mind from the 
managing of a sawmill to the conduct 
of the department of state in Washing- 
ton, or from hauling logs in Minnesota 
to being United States minister to the 
court of St. James, holding hig own 
against all of the blandishments and 
boasted experience of “me jud the duke.” 
The American consul goes abroad feel- 
ing that his friends at home expect to 
hear from him, and the consequence is 
he has about him a vim and an energy 
which can never be possessed by a man 
who feels that he has a life interest in 
his job. During the few years of his 
service abroad he neither forgets his 
Americanism nor the fact that he will 
have to hustle for a living again as 
soon as he gets home. In order that 
the return to work may not be too ar- 
duous, he does not forget the exercise of 
it in the place to which he has been 
temporarily appointed. 

The United States needs no official 
class. There ig not an officer in civil, 
military or naval life who cannot be in- 
stantly and completely displaced by an 
equally competent man from civil life. 
That is the difference of American train- 
ing from that of other countries. Un- 
der the policy which has built up such 
a ready-witted people as this, we have 
grown to be the greatest nation in the 
world, so that we have no need to give 
up our traditions or our customs, even 
though it might benefit a few anxious 
office holders who would like to hold 
on to their jobs. 


Arguing from the Wrong Side. 

It is one of the evils of officialdom 
that its beneficiaries forget the differ- 
ence between employer and employee. 

In a recent issue of The Washington 
Chronicle, published in this state, there 
is a card signed “Teacher,” which is 
wonderful for its assumption. The card 
is called out by the action of the board 
of education of Wilkes county, which 
joined in the call for tax reducfion, and 
goes on to say: 

The teachers are used to being led as 
lambs to the slaughter—they expect that— 
but they do not expect that the board of 
education, who would be supposed to pro- 
tect their interests, should be the first to 
cry “Don’t tax us another mill;_tax the 
teachers 162-3 per cent of their salaries; 
for that is almost the exact amount of 
loss. People who repudiate with scorn 
the idea of cutting the salaries of the state 
oflicials, forget that the teachers are alsé& 
State officials, and the poorest paid of all. 

One would think from reading the 
above paragraph that the state was 
made for its employees instead of the 
employees having been hired to do such 
work as the state should from time to 
time deem necessary. The assumption 
that the board of education has oniy one 
duty, and that is to protect what is 
called the ‘interest’ of its employees, 
is a strange controversion of a public 
function, 

It has always been considered hereto- 
fore that the state was made up of tax- 
payers; that these taxpayers transacted 
their business in an orderly manner, 
raising such an amount of revenue as 
they felt was within reason, and giving 
out contracts of work within these rev- 
enues But, according to the card quot- 
ed above, the taxpaver has nothing 
whatever to do with the question, and 
whenever he feels that he is unable to 
afford a levy which he has heretofore 
paid, that desire is perverted jnto a ‘‘tax’”’ 
on the employees. The state officials 
to whom reference is made are fixed 
officers Of the government, and teach- 
ers are not officers in that sense any 
more that are policemen, constables 
or other employees. It is for the state 
to say whether it needs to hire one or 
one thousand. It performs its func- 
tion equally as well in either case, for 
it becomes a matter of distretion after 
all. . 

It is the desire of the taxpayers of 
Georgia to have a public school system 
fully up to the standard of their ability 
to maintain, but they do not want to 
go into debt nor to live beyond their 
means. Those whose business it is to 
teach the rule of addition and subtrac- 
tion should be more ready in applying 
the figures to the case. Let us have 
less rhetoric and more common sense, 
and let us depend upon the taxpayers of 
Georgia, the men out of whose pockets 
this money has to be extracted, for the 
performance of the full duty which pub- 
lic exigency places upon them. 

‘While consulting the men who depend 
for their living ‘upon cash drawn out of 
the public treasury, let ug also think of 
the struggling farmers and mechanics 
and laborers and almost bankrupt mer- 
chants and business men who have to 


hustle around and gather up the taxes | 


with which to meet the demands made 
by clamorous employees.

Suffrage Restrictions. 

The Richmond Times calls attention 
to the fact that the bill providing for 
a government for the new territory of 
Hawaii excludes the Japanese and Chi- 
nese who are on the islands from the 
privileges of citizenship. They will 
not be permitted to vote nor to partici- 
pate in any way in the governmen; of 
the islands. Commenting on this, our 
contemporary says that after this whole- 
sale restriction of suffrage, “the north- 
ern people will not have the effrontery 
to offer opposition to any expedient that 
may be adopted in the southern states 
to undo the great wrong that was in- 
flicted by the north thirty years ago.” 

The Constitution has never believed 
that the great mass of the white people 
at the north were in favor of placing 
the ballot in the hands of ignorant ne- 
groes. Those that did favor the pro- 
gramme knew nothing of the situation 
and were misled by the violence of the 
politicians. However that may be, out- 
side opposjtion to restrictive measures 
by the sogthern states would do no 
good. Any state may restrict suffrage, 
so long as the restriction is not based 
on race or color or previous condition 
of servitude. In other words, so long 
as the restriction applies to both white 
and black, the states are free to ap- 
piv it. 

This has been settled by the supreme 
court, but it is a matter so clear and 
plain that no decision of that court was 
necessary to seitie it. In fact, the 
constitutions of several of the northern 
states have imposed restrictions on suf- 
frage. Some have had both property 
and educational qualifications. It was 
not until the northern states began 
to take measures looking totheir safety 


that any northern editor was ever heard’ 


| 


to suggest that a state had no right 
to restrict suffrage. 

The Constitution believes that every 
southern state which contains a large 
body of ignorant inhabitants should take 
measures to restrict suffrage to thos¢ 
who can read and understand the or- 
ganic law of the land. This is really 
no hardship. ‘Those who are ignorant 
but ambitious to exercise all the rights 
of citizenship can easily qualify them- 
seives. So far as the negroes are con- 
cerned, an educationa] restriction would 
only provide them with a fresh incen- 
tive for securing an education. 

More than that, it would, for a time, 
remove the race problem out of politics 
where it has proved to be such a dis- 
turbing, such a dangerous factor; and 
this alleviation would go far toward 
settling the whole question. This is 
so clear that the most intelligent of the 
negro leaders do not offer any opposi- 
tion to plans to restrict suffrage. 

A contemporary, noting that The Con- 
stitution kas been advocating a consti- 
tutional convention in Georgia, in which 
this and other questions may be dealt 
with and settled, says that “the people 
seem to be indifferent about it:” They 
doubtless are, but they will not be in- 
different when, at some future time, 


| they are brought face to face with con- 


ditions similar to those that recently 
existed in South Carolina. 

It ig true that this, at present, seems 
to be a remote possibility; but so it 
seemed in North Carolina four vears 
ago. Wherever there is a body of ig- 
norant voters there will also be found 
politicians unscrupulous enough to take 
advantage of it. 


A Benefactor’s Act. 

The action of Mr. A. French in au- 
thorizing an extension of the textile 
building for the Technological school 
should endear him to every citizen of 
Georgia. 

Ever since the establishment of the 
Technological school it has been the 
dream of its promoters to have in con- 
nection with it a fully equipped textile 
school. For this purpose the state leg- 
islature made an appropriation of $10,- 
000, its use to be contingent upon raising 
through private sources an equal sum. 
The first substantial assistance to come 
in the making up of the needful amount 
was from Mr. A. French, a stranger 
to our state, but a friend of education 
and progress, who feels that he can 
do his country no better service than by 
advancing every scheme which looks to- 
ward the advancement of the people. 
If Mr. French had done no more than 
this he would have been entitled to the 
gratitude of the thousands of students 
who are yet to be benefited by this 
benefaction. 

In the erection of the building thus 
authorized by the united act of the leg- 
islature and the munificence of friends 
of education, it has already been found 
that the plans were too small for the 
requirements whieh will be made upon 
them, and that something will have to 
be done. Mr. French in conversation 
with Captain Lyman Hall, discoverea 
this deficiency and objected earnestly to 
any makeshift plan, but drew his check 
at once for $3,000—the sum necessary to 
enlarge the building. 

‘Such munificence ag this on the part 
of the worthy gentieman speaks elo- 


quently of what is the duty of the men, 
with money, and comes in the nature of | 


a rebuke to many rich men.in the state 
who should have anticipated such work 


instead of leaving it to others to do. As | on

| E. P. CHAMBERLIN 
AND SOME OTHERS 


The serious illness of Mr. E. P. Chamber- 
lin has caused many anxious inquiries in 
regard to his condition, and eevery favor- 
able report from his sick * room thas been 
hailed with genuine pleasure by all 
Classes of his fellow citizens. 

This brief sketch is not intended to be of 
a@ biographical nature. It is simply the 
record of some of the impressions left up- 
on the mind of a casual observer who has 
in his odd moments studied the charac- 
teristics of our leading Atlantians, and the 
conditions under which they have achieved 
success. 


JUST FROM GEORGIA. 


A Christmas Letter. 
I've been thinking of you in the Christmas, 
And wondering, dear, if you knew 
The skies, they were bluer and truer 
For just that sweet thinking of you? 
There was music and mirth in full measure, 
And wine, with its winsomeness, too; 
The courts and the pathways of pleasure,— 
But, dear, I was thinking of you! 


I’ve been thinking of you in the Christmas:— 
The boys, they came in for a dance, 
And Mary came down from the meadows, 
And captured them all with a glance! 
Her face was as fair as the morning— 
Her eyes matched the heavens so blue; 
She smiled in her beauty’s adorning, 
But, dear, I was thinking of you! 


Mr. Chamberlin was a member of a very 


notable group of norythern men who, in 
their early days, came to Georgia and set- 


tled in the model town of Lumpkin. 

In that group were several men who have 
been very conspicuously identified with our 
most important interests, and in their quiet 
way they have made history. 

The two Rawson brothers, Edward E. 
and William A., were merchants in Lump- 
kin when they were young men. 

Sidney Root settled there at an early age, 
and, before he came, James Clarke was a 
prominent citizen of the town. 

Among other northerners there in those 
days were Hollis Boynton, James F. Nut- 
ting, Stoddard Rockwell and Frank N. 
Graves. 


The members of this northern colony all 
succeeded in their undertakings. They 
brought with them the sturdy virtues, the 
enterprise and the thrift of their pioneer 
ancestors, and their example, influence and 
work were helpful factors in this commu- 
nity. 

Of those whose names are mentioned 
here only two are now living—Mr. Cham- 
berlin and Mr. Graves, All of them be- 
came citizens of Atlanta, either before or 
shortly after the war, with the exception 
Messrs. Rockwell and Boynton, and these 
two are represented here by their chil- 
dren. The late Charles E. Boynton was a 
eon of Mr. Hollis Boynton. 

Mr. James Clarke was the father of two 
former Atlantians, who made fine reputa- 
tions at the bar and on the bench—the late 
Judge John T. and Marshall J. Clarkes 

Major Sidney Root came here before the 
war and engaged in the dry goods business 
with Mr. Beach, on Whitehall street. Dur- 
ing the war he was the agent of the con- 
federate government in many important 
transactions in Europe, and he was one 
of the most intimate friends of President 
Davis. 

The Rawsons bore a leading part in the 
upbuilding of Atlanta, and were men of 
high standing in church, social and business 
circles. 

These Lumpkin colonists in their young 
manhood were recognized as men of brains, 
integrity, energy and public spirit, and 
these qualities distinguished them through 
life. 


Mr. Chamberlin was one of the youngest 
of these old settlers. He left Lumpkin for 
Atlanta before our city had risen from 
Sherman’s ashes. 

Taking Mr. Charles E. Boynton for his 
partner, he engaged in the dry goods busi- 
ness on the same corner which the Cham- 
berlin-Johnson-DuBose Company now oc- 
Cu pies. 

He has always been a far-seeing man. 
Thirty years ago he looked forward into 
the future, and he saw the war-worn and 
wrecked city of the siege transformed into 
a great commercial center. He had _ suf- 
ficient faith in the place to invest his capi- 
tal here, and devote his energies to the work 
of building up the metrepolis of the new 
scuth.

DR. J. B. HAWTHORNE 
ANSWERS MRS. FELTON 


Editor Constitution—On last Sabbath 
morning I delivered in my pulpit in this 
city a sermon in which I discusse] the obli- 
gation of every person to uphold civil au- 
thority. .1 contended that every exhibition 
of mob violence was a violation of that ob- 
ligation. I viewed the subject both from 
a religious and a patriotic standpoint, and 
declared that lynching was incompatible 
With loyalty either to divine or human 
government. I] quoted as a marked illustra- 
tion of the mob spirit Mrs. Felton’s fa- 
mous incendiary words at Tybee. Ga.: 
“Hang a thousand a week.” Concerning 
that ulterance I said that I did not doubt 
the sincerity of this woman, nor criticise 
her sublime abhorrence of the hellish 
vViliany against which she so eloquently de- 
Claimed, but deprecated her unlawful and 
revolutionary method of punishing such 
crimes. in my sermon there is not a word 
that indicates a lack of respect for Mrs. 
Felion. In her reply to me, published in 
The Atianta Constitution, she makes 
charges against me which almost every 
man and woman in the state of Georgia 
knows to be faise, and uses epithets which 
miilions of people in the United States, who 
Know me, wouid unhesitatingly Suy aro ab- 
sOlutely unwarranted. 

e have been more than forty years in the 
Christian ministry. uring tnat time 1 
have been pastor of large cnurches in Ala- 
bama, Virginia, New York, Maryland, Ken- 
tuchy, Tennessee and Georgia. I have heen 
honored, not only with the confidence and 
altection of the great denomination to 
Which I belong, but with the esteem and 
admiration of every virtue-loving element 
of American society. 

If [ have ever done anything. which has 
caused any right-minded man or woman to 
have a suspicion as to iny integrity it has 
never come to my Knowledge. About eieven 
years ago, following the advice of some 
members of mv church in Atlanta, I in- 
vested money jin land companies and manu- 
facturing institutions at Florence, Ala. I 
believe these investments to be _ strictly 
honest, because I relied upon the integrity 
and friendship of the men who urged me to 
make them. T.vnese enterprises failed and [ 
lost everything, About the same time, an 
Atlanta friend borrowed a few hundred dol- 
lars of me, which he jnvested in the manua- 
facture of a medicine called ‘“‘Germetuer.”’ 
As he was not able to return the money, Il 
accepted in lieu of it a few shares of stock 
in his company. This is a true and literal 
Statement of my connection with those en- 
terprises. 

Ll was for five years pastor of the First 
Baptist church of Richmond, then the larg- 
est and most influential Baptist church in 
the south. At the earnest solicitation of 
such men as Governor Joseph E. Brown, 
Senator Alfred Colquitt and Dr. Lawton, I 
accepted an invitation to Lecome pastor of 
the First Baptist church of Atlanta, Ga. 
The First Baptist church of Richmond and, 
indeed, the entire community, urged me to 
remain. I was twelve years pastor in the 
city of Atlanta, and when I[ received a call 
from the First church of Nashville, the 
churches, the press and thousands of the 
best people of the city and state combined 
their efforts to persuade me to remain in 
Atlanta. These facts are a sufficient con- 
tradiction to the false statements contained 
in Mrs. Felton’s diatribe. 

The people of Georgia are perfectly ac- 
quainted with the secret of Mrs. Felton’s 
hostility to me. She has been the apostle 
in that state of the extreme wing of the 
woman’s rights party. She represents the 
element -to which Cady Stanton, Susan B. 
Anthony and Mary Walker belong—the ele- 
ment who think that the strong-minded 
wife should wear the habiliments of her 
subjugated husband. She ‘has had a career 
as a political stump-speaker. When that 
phase of the new woman’s movement was 
under discussion in Georgia, I took my 
stand, with the overwhelming majority of 
her people, in opposing any such unfem- 
inine aspirations and demonstrations. Up 
to that time Mrs. 


Felton regarded me as 
one of the wisest and bravest men in Amer- 
ica. She often embarrassed me by the ex- 
travagance of the compliments which she 
bestowed upon me. Just as soon as 1 an- 
tagonized her anti-Pauline, anti-southern, 
anti-American movement, I was transform- 
ed, to her mind's eye, into ‘‘a Sslanderer, a 
braggart, aie slick-heared, = slick-tongued, 
pecksniffian, pulpit blatherskite.’”’ 

The respectable men and women in Geor- 
gia so completely squelched her attempts 
at raising a woman's rights party that she 
gave it up and then she consecrated her 
elocutionary powers to the work of gen- 
erating a sentiment in favor of mob law. 
Her enthusiasm jin that cause culminated 
with the famous Tybee speech, the climax 
Of which was, ‘“‘Hang a thousand of them 
every week.”’ If anybody has indorsed her, 
it was some midnight assassin or some «ne 
connected with an organization of white- 
caps. 

There are scores of the most distinguisn- 
ed and best beloved public men in Georgia 
Who have received from Mrs. Felton’s 
tongue just such vituperation as has 
bestowed upon me. Jf the great Georgian, 
Benjamin H. Hill, had been guilty of the 
things of which Mrs. Felton aecused him. 
his name would be loaded with infamy. If 
Bishop Candler, of the Methodist church, 
one of the most learned, wise, self-sacrific- 
ing and saintly men of the Christ{!4n minis- 
try. could be convicted of the offenses for 
which Mrs. Felton has Indicted him, he 
would be deposed from his high office and 
relegated to ignominious obscurity. If that 
big-brained, Lig-hearted and incorruptible 
son of Georgia, who is now the chief mag- 
istrate of that state, had done the things 
which Mrs. Felton savs he has done, every 
trne Georgian would despise him. 

I claim to be a gentleman. I claim to be 
a Christian gentleman. My code of social 
and Christian ethics was taught me by a 
father who was esteemed and honored for 
his gentlemanly and Christian bearing. T 
was reared in a community distinguished 
for its social and Christian culture. There 
was nothing in my environment in child- 
hood, boyhood and young manhood that 
tempted me in the direction of rudeness, 
vulgarity and profanity. Believing that 
“evil communications corrupt eood man- 
ners,’’ and that ‘“‘the companion of fools 
shall be destroyed,’’ I never associated with 
reople whose lips were polluted with any 
such speech as that of whicS Mrs. Felton 
is mastv-r. J] was never familiar enough 
with the denizens of the fish market or 
with those of such rural loealities rs ‘*Poa- 
sum Trot,.’’ “Tight Squeeze’ and “Buzzard 
Roost’ to cultivate any fondness for the 
phrases which are in vogue among them. 

The only object I had in referring to Mrs. 
Felton’s inflammatory speech at Tybee was 
to remove from the minds of the people of 
the north the false impression which sne 
had made. If it be true, as she says, that 
the virtue and manhood of Georgia support 
her advocacy of mob violence and have ap- 
plauded her slogan, “‘Let us hang a thou- 
sand a week,.’’ Georgia is no place for a 
civilized man or woman to live. I know 
Georgians, and I know that only a very in- 
significant element have any sympatay with 
such a sentiment. More that 95 per cent of 
the people of that state are law-abiding, 
and condemn every demonstration of mob 
violence. If, in attempting to uphold the 
good name of Georgia and the souta, I 
have offended this sensation, dramatic and 
notoriety-loving daughter of Eve, she can 
make the most of it. 

To me there is something in the snecta- 
of this woman's madness that is ap- 
palling. It enlarges my conception of the 
possibilities of human depravity. -It shows 
a depth of malignity which I did not sup- 
pose any woman could reach.

‘Levi Patterson Stalks Into Police 


Barracks and Surenders, 


DETAILS OF THE KILLING 


‘Foster Pulled tis Pistol on Patterson 


When the Latter Fired, 


LARGE CROWDS GATHERED QUICKLY

Saturday Night Patterson Staid with 
a Friend—Foster Breathed His 
Last While Being Lifted in 
the Grady Hospital 
Ambulance. 


Levi Patterson, the slayer of Tom Fos- 
ter, strolled into the police barracks yes- 
terday morning at 9 o'clock and informed 
the officers on duty that he had killed a 
man and was ready to give himself up. 

The killing that took place in the grounds 
of the Exposition cotton mills at a late 
hour Saturday night, the facts of which 
were given in yesterday’s Constitution, 
was seen by a@ number of people, most of 
whom were drunk, according to the state- 
ments of Patterson, the man who did the 
shooting. , 

There seems to be little doubt, from the 
facts that thave been gathered by the 
sheriff and the police of the city, that 
the shooting of Tom Foster was justifiable, 
and that Patterson opened fire on his ad- 
versary with the idea of protecting his own 
life, 

The shooting took place near the front 
gate to the Exposition cotton mills at 9 
o’clock Saturday night, but owing to the 
excitement that prevailed in the western 
portion of the city at the time, the facts 
of the case did not reach police headquar- 
ters until 2 o’clock Sunday morning. 

Patterson is an employee of the cotton 
mills, and thad been detailed to do special 
police duty in the grounds until Monday 
morning and protect the property of the 
company. Saturday night at 8 o'clock, 
Patterson, who boards at the residence of 
Mr. J. T. Parr, near the gate of the mills, 
had gone to his room for some purpose, 
and returning to his duty, met Tom Foster, 
an employee of the Fulton cotton mills, 
at the gate of the house. Patterson states 
that he had known Foster for some time 
and, although, as he said, the man had a 
bad reputation in the city, he, Patterson, 
had nothing against thim. Foster followed 
Patterson in the yards of the Exposition 
millg and began cursing Patterson. Foster 
finally went away for a time, bu& was seen 
again an hour later at the house of Mr. 
Parr, the place where Patterson boards. 

At the Parr residence Foster was ar- 
costed by John Drake, a friend of Patter- 
son, and the two started a conversation 
that finally turned to eprsonal references 
to Patterson. Foster is reported to have 
said to Drake, while holding a pistol at 
Drake’s head: 

“This is the way I am going to do that 
Patterson when I see him again.” 

Patterson stated that he did not know 
of this conversation between Drake and 
Foster until after the shooting, which took 
place a few minutes after. 

Foster Hunts for Patterson. 

Leaving the Parr residence, Foster 
strolled into the grounds of the Exposition 
cotton mills, evidently in search of Patter- 
son. 

Entering the building, Foster came face 
to face with his enemy, who entered the 
room in which Foster had stepped from 
another door. The following is the state- 
ment from the lips of Patterson, regarding 
what followed, and the statement is ar- 
cepted as the truth by the officials of the 
jail: 

“I was seeking no trouble with Foster. 
and wanted to get him to go away and 
leave me alone. After my conversation 
with him earlier in the evening, I saw that 
he was drinking heavily, and when I first 
spoke to him he refused to answer. He 
began to curse me in a minute, and stated 
that he would get even with me yet. 

“When I saw the man enter the room I 
guessed that he meant business, and with- 
out a word he drew a thirty-eight caliber 
pistol out of his pocket and started to aim 
it at me. 

“IT had my winchester under my coat. 
and in a second I had slipped it out and 
aimed it at the man. I pulled the trigger 
without waiting for him to fire. 

“T fired only once. Foster did not fire 
at all. 

“He turned to run and fell in a heap 
after going a few feet. 

“ft had nothing against the man, and 
sought no trouble with him, and I only 
fired on him to protect my own lLfe.”’ 


The crack of the shot was heard alj over 
the neighborhood, and quickly a crowd 
gathered at the spot to see what the trou- 
ble was. Foster was found bleeding fram 
a large wound in the abdomen, big enough, 
according to the statement of those who 
saw it, to insert three or four fingers of tho 
hand. 

The man was conscious, and called for 
Dr. Beck to come to his assistance, Tho 
physician was telephoned for, and arrived 
in the course of a few minutes. 

While the physician was leaning over 
the wounded man, Foster asked him what 
his chances for recovery were. The doctor 
is reported to have told the dying man 
candidly that he could offer him no hope of 


life, and that he would die in a few min- 
utes. 

The ambulance was telephoned for, but 
after waiting for a time it was decided 
to carry the dying man to town in a wagon. 

Coming into the city, the party met the 
ambulance between Corput and Pine 
streets, and with all care the attendants 
proceeded to lift Foster into the ambu- 
lance. Just as he wag being lowered into 
the ambulance Foster gave a last gasp and 
expired. 

Foster’s Christmas Eve began like other 
people’s, Lut itis said that he could not 
stand a dull tire and purposely drank to 
pick a quarrel with Patterson. His Christ- 
mas ended at midnight in a shower of blood 
and according to the statement of the of- 
ficers, there were few around him, even of 
those who knew him well, that regretted 
the unerring aim of Patterson. 

No one had a good word for Foster. It 
was said that on a former occasion he had 
stolen $20 from a blind man and had served 
his term in the stockade for his crime. On 
another occasion, during June a year ago, 
Foster got in a cutting scrape with Jim 
Hayne, on Marietta street, and nearly kill- 
ed his adversary. 

Patterson Turns Up. 

As soon as Patterson had realized what 
he had done, he went at once to the resi- 
dence of Mr. G. P. Geater, superintendent 
of the Exposition Cotton Mills, and ex- 
plained to him what he had done and asked 
his advice. 

Mr. Geater advised Patterson to go to the 
home of a friend and spend the night anda 
Sunday morning go and give himself up to 
the law. 

While the Officers of the law were out 
hunting for Patterson Saturday night and 
early Sunday morning with the impression 
that the man had effected his escane, the 
Slayer of Foster was sleeping with one of 
his friends near the cotton mills. Patter- 
son said yesterday: 

é. went away upon thé advise of Mr. 
Geater, who thought that possibly the 
crowd in the vicinity might give me trou- 
ble, and then,”’ Patterson said, in a quiet, 
easy voice, “I might have had to kill some- 
body else.’’ 

Patterson bearg a good name with all 
who know him and quite a number of his 
friends came to the jail yesterday after- 
noon to see him and express their sympa- 
thy. He is a single man, having been ijn 
the employ of the cotton mills for three 
years. He has a sister and mother living 
at Tallasee, Ala. “‘I hope my mother won't 
find out about it until I get out of jail and 
have been cleared,”’ said Patterson yester- 
day. 

Foster was living near the Fulton mills, 
where he was employed, and had no fam- 
ily. His only living relative that the offi- 
cials know of is a sister living in the tower 
part of the state. 

Foster was a man of thirty-five years of 
age and was well Known and not highly 
thought of in police circles. 

Levi Patterson is a young man over six 
feet tall with a good open face and hon- 
esty written in every feature. He is not 
more than twenty-five years of age and en- 
joyed the confidence of his employers. 

Sheriff Nelms and Deputy Chastain spent 
the greater part of the night Saturday 


_ searching for Patterson, Lut the sheriff had 


been notified by Superintendent Geater that 
Patterson would come to the police bar- 
racks and surrender himself in the morn- 
ing. When Patterson entered the station 
house no one of the officers thought he was 
the man fhat was wanted. 

“T have shot Tom Foster and have come 
to give myself up,’ said Patterson. 

The man was perfectly possessed and his 
manner impressed the officers, who looked 
up at him in surprise. 

Patterson was taken to the jail at once 
but is not confined in a cell. He is certain 
of his innocence and believes that he will 
be given his freedom in the course Of a iew 
days. 


TALE OF AN ADOPTED JOKE. 


Converted Into Sober Seriousness and 
Then Made Motto of a Business. 
There is a quiet beer shop just off one 
of the main thoroughfares not far uptown 
where the lunch checks bear a legend 
which puzzles even some of the reguiar 
patrons. Those who can read it are no 
better off than those who do not under- 
stand the language. The proprietor of the 
place died recently. He was well known 
among lovers of good beer, and he was so 
good a liver that he accumulated avoidu- 
pois until he was twice the weight of an 
ordinary man six feet tall. His voice was 
in proportion to his bulk. He was of 
jovial disposition and made many jolly 
friends. ‘The inscription on the checks has 
been retained since his death, although it 
was distinctly of a personal application. 
His friends were responsible for it, and 
although on its first appearance he was 
a mountain of wrath, he finally came to 
take kindly to it, and, converting sarcasm 
into earnest by sheer weight of serious- 
ness, he established it as the motto of his 

place. 

The proprietor liked his little joke, and 
sometimes his friends bore the brunt of his 
practical wit.

Dr. Landram Preached a Streng Dis- 
course Yesterday Morning. 


SERMON WAS WELL RECEIVED 


Special Musical Programme Rendered 
in an Excellent Manner. 


LARGE CONGREGATION WAS PRESENT 


The Divine Drew Many Forceful Les- 
sons from His Text—A Synop- 
sis of the Sermon. 


An interesting sermon was delivered to 
a large congregation by Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum yesterday morning in the First Bap- 
tist church. His sermon was briefer than 
usual, but was full of beautiful thoughts. 
It was an ideal Christmas sermon and the 
congregation gave rapt attention during 
its delivery. 

The choir rendered a special Christmas 
programme, and both the solos and duets 
were excellent. The subject of Dr. Land- 
drum’s sermon was: “Christ, the Test of 
the Heart,’’ which he took from the fa- 
miliar text of Luke ii, 35: “That the 
thoughts of many hearts may be revealed.” 

In part, Dr. Landrum spoke as follows: 

“The venerable seer, sweeping with pro- 
phetic eye the future of the dispensation, 
says to the proud mother: ‘Your child is 
destined for the fall of many in Israel, for 
many will reject Him; but also for the 
saving again of many who will believe on 
Him and live, that the thoughts of many 
hearts may be revealed.’ The doctrine of 
this prophecy is plain. Christ is the mir- 
ror in which the soul sees itself; Christ is 
the standard of character, by which the 
soul must measure itself; Christ is the 
scales in which the soul must weigh it- 
self. There-is a fable in the Talmud, that 
King Solomon wore a ring engraven with 
the divine name. This ring was Solomon’s 
detective. Every one to whom the king 
turned the inscription on the ring became 
morally transparent. 

“It was like the X-rays of electricity. 
Whoever came within the range of that 
flashing jewel was forced to declare him- 
Self to speak out whatever he was think- 
ing at the moment. So Christ reveals hu- 
Man nature. Christ is the light which 
veribility to the secret motives of men; 
He dissipates the darkness of our sub- 
jective life and brings out the owner 
more into the broad glare of a cloudless 
noon. In a word, Jesus Christ, by his 
mere presence, brings out the deepest 
thoughts and feelings of the human heart. 
When men stand before Him they ‘give 
themselves away,’ as we say, they disclose 
their supreme motive, showing what is the 
worst or the best of their natures. 

“My friends, you may hate Christ or you 
may love Him, you may admire Him or 
you may scorn Him; whichever you do you 
reveal yoursetves. It has gone out of fash- 
jon to speak ili of Jesus, I know. You do 
not vilify or abuse Him. You think well 
of Him. You admire Him. And there were 
many like you when He walked the earth. 
How often we read ‘they marveled at Him,’ 
they wondered,’ ‘they were astonished with 
a great astonishment.’ Christ, teaching so 
lofty, original and pure, produced this feel- 
ing; Christ's unsullied, unique character, 
and Christ’s miracles of beneficence and 
power. People ran to meet Him; those 
whom He cured spread abroad His fame; 
and so wherever He went there rose around 
Him a cloud of notoriety. This wonder and 
admiration, however, saved nobody. Christ 
often shrank from the crowd whose praises 
He knew to be hollow and Hleeting, 

He was not willing to be nothing more 
than a sensation. And yet Christ is scarce- 
ly more than ‘a great sensation’ to multi- 
pudes today. Popular preachers attract

Sensationalists see in their 
very shallowness and Superficiality how far

“There is another class. They are afraid 
of Christ. They do not wish to come under 
His power. A manipulation of divine pow-

I 1 ‘ > awe-inspiring effect of an 
earthquake stir us. We feel we are ut- 
terly helpless in the grasp of unmeasvrable 
physical power. Christ’s moral power had 
like’ effect. Immorality trembled. Men 
who are living on ili-gotten gains are 
afraid of Christ. You remember when He 
drove buyers and sellers out of the temple 
with a whip of small cords. Iniquitous 
merchants fled crouching before Him. And 
why? They were many, and He was one: 
they were wealthy and jnfiuential, while 
Hé was a peasant and poor. Why? Be- 
cause unjustice is afraid of justice; vice 
cowers before virtue. Social and political 
leaders and leaders in false religion are 
afraid of Christ. 

“You remembgr the scene of Christ's 
arrest in the garden. The arresters were 
arrested. Roman guards, as well as 
scribes and priests, looked on Christ's rapt 
mien and devout air and trembled. Repre- 
sentatives of both church and state were 
paralyzed; we read, ‘they went backward 
and fell to the ground.’ And why? Be- 
cause goodness is awful to badness. O 
there is a majesty in virtue, when it is in- 
dignant, before which Une loftiest sinners 
cower. — 

“There are women, you 
purity is a dreaded power. 
is more effective than the police. 
presence the profanest man would 
dare utter an oath. In their presence an 
unchaste woman is miserabie. There are 
men whose-reputation wards off the lewd 
talker. Their society is never desecrated 
by a foul anecdote. That bluff old soldier, 
Grant, was such a man. When an officer 
remarked in his company, ‘I will tell you 
a good story, as there are no ladies pres- 
ent,’ the general cut him short with the 
answer: ‘No, there may be no ladies pres- 
ent, but there are gentlemen present.’ The 
rebuke burned worse than tire. Ah, let 
me tell you, that if any one of you is de- 
termined to lead a low life, a corrupt life, 
a vile life, you must naturally and neces- 
sarily be afraid of Jesus.

Whatever the impression He makes 
on you is the photograph of your own 
heart. Superiative goodness is never at- 
tractive to bad men. The very sight of it, 
when it does not subdue them into repent- 
ance. stirs up the wild beasts which lurk 
in the subterranean caverns of the human 
heart. Pious motherhood has been known 
to bring out the devilishness of a depraved 
son. That godly mother prays for him and 
pleads with him; she enlists the sympathy 
of good people, who also pray and plan 
for his salvation. The knowledge of these 
things anger the wicked son. As he is de-

**That the thoughts of many hearts may 
be revealed.’ My saved friends, shail we 
show our hearts today? How does the Son 
of God impress us? We are sinnere. And 
we learned the exceeding sinfulness of sin 
at the cross of Christ. Human nature at 
its worst was exhibited there. There we 
Saw ourselves as cowardly as Peter, as 
treacherous as Judas, as time serving as 
Pilate, as vindictive as scribes ang Phar- 
isees, as heartless as the thhowling, hooting 
mob, as murderous as the Roman soldiers. 
Human incentive is ever the same. Won- 
der, fear, repulsion we, too, have known. 
No sinners have been blacker than some 
of us. And yet we-were not allowed to fall 
into the pit of despair. God’s spirit strove 
with us. Indeed, there is in every human 
heart that which opposes sin and protests 
against it. 

“Conscience is always on the side of 
Christ. Conscience reminded the prodigal 
of his father’s house and made him feel the 
shame of serving among swine. {onscience 
tells every man that sin is his worst enemy. 
Conviction for sin struck home wherever 
Jesus went On earth. Salvation from sin 
lured men to Jesus. Publicans and sinners 
wishing to be saved were drawn to Him. 
Nicodemus, with his empty, hungry heart, 
sought him by night; Zaccheus, dissatisfied 
with the poor pleasure of godless wealth, 
climbed up the sycamore tree to see him; 
Greeks, perplexed by their theological spec- 
ulations, traveled hundreds of miles to be- 
hold him: the woman which was a sinner 
stole to His feet beneath a battery of fierce 
masculine eyes and bathed them with her 
tears. You and I followed their example. 
Jesus was the sinner’s friend. There was 
no other. As we flung ourselves Lefore 
him we cried: ‘Thou hast the words of eter- 
nal life.’ 

‘Wherever there has been a heart that 
wanted salvation, it was attracted to Je- 
sus: wherever there has been a heart that 
longed to serve its fellow men, it has been 
attracted to Jesus and to those men and 
women who embodied the spirit of Jesus, 
like Paul, Savonarola, Luther, Weslesy, 
Spurgeon, 

‘In conclusion the influence of Jesus 
Christ is in accordance with our worth or 
worthlessness. If we are worth anything, 
good for anything, capable of bestowing 
any permanent blessing on our fellow men, 
we will be, we must be, drawn to the char- 
acter of humanity’s Savior. If we are not 
worth anything, if we are incapable of 
high. thought, noble purpose, self-sacrific- 
ing service, we must be, we will be, repell- 
ed. The very brightness of His excellence 
will blind ug and we will go blundering into 
hell.”’

Dr. Lewis selected the text of his dis- 
course from Romans, ‘viii, 32: ‘“‘He that 
spared not His own Son, but delivered Him 
up for us all.” 

“It cost much to give Christmas to this 
earth,” said he, ‘‘not to speak of the hu- 
man fellowship in the purchase paid be- 
yond the bare statement of the creed. 
‘Born of the Virgin Mary,’ be it known 
with you that it was not a holiday in 
heaven when God gave His Son to the 
world. It took love, suffering, almost pain 
to do that. It was for us all. There is 
many a home today not giaddened by the 
giving that was born of this gift of God; 
many a home whose ignorance of the man- 
ger story finds no inspiration to love and 
sacrifice; many a home not ignorant of 
Bethlehem’s Child, whose children are not 
glad. Poverty, going on yester eve to its 
cold and scanty fare, did not leave the gate 
open for the rattling wagon and panting 
steeds of Christmas deity. But the first 
Christmas came full-handed, and set down 
beside every cradle and stocking, and in 
every home, ignorant or informed of the 
story of the promised coming—the gift of 
God’s Son for us all! For the poor, not less 
than forthe rich! For the Gentiles in their 
vain imaginary and darkened alienations 
not less than to the children of Abraham! 
For the thankless and the unbelieving, not 
less than for the grateful and devout and 
faithful! 

‘He spared Him not! That singular ex- 
pression might have carried no unusual 
meaning if in giving, God had only given of 
His wealth, but it was His Son He gave, 
and He spared not His Son. He thrust Him 
into conditions of poverty and pain and hu- 
miliation without parallel or close approach 
in the tragedies of earth. A stable was the 
best that could be had for His birthplace. 
His raiment was coarse. Mis business 
humble. The foxes and the birds had surer 
retreat. He was humiliated by His descent 
into the share of human flesh and its in- 
firmities, and by that enforced association, 
during life, with sin and depraved senti- 
ment. Human living was a pain and hor- 
ror to His stainless heart. To make us 
wealthy, glad and honorable, the Father 
wouid not consider the pain this giving cost 
Himself and isis Son, but held Him on to 
that line of life that made Him the ‘Man of 
Sorrows’ and acquainted Him with grief. 

“The gift was final and without reserve. 
‘HHe delivered Him up for us all!’ It was 
the thrusting out of His only Son into the 
place of the murderous husbandmen. It 
was the leading of the lamb into the fields 
of the covetous shepherds and the hungry 
wolves. His cry upon the cross, ‘My God, 
My God; why Hast Thou forsaken Me,’ was 
in His heart before that hour. Was He 
noc alone, ‘delivered up,’ in Gethsemane, 
when His bloody sweat paid four thousand 
years’ interest on His promise to’ atone? 
Oh! when we see the stainless brow wear- 
ing thorns, shoulders bearing the world’s 
surrows, lacerated and cross-burdened, the 
white hands that di@ no evil nailed to the 
hard beam, the heart that loved every one 
broken and spear-rent; there comés then 
into the expression, ‘delivered Him up,’ a 
meaning o. appalling horror! Did the 
Father conspire against His Son? It seems 
so. Really, He saw our ruin otherwise 
remediless, and heard the sobs of the 
earth’s millions who might be made to re- 
joice; and shutting His ears to the ery 
from Gethsemane: and His eyes to the 
scene on Mount Moriah, that black Friday 
in the long ago, He thrust the Son down 
and on to tell us in lessons of redemption 
luat He joved us for a time more than He 
loved Him, and kept back His own hand 
and angel jegions ready to answer His call, 
tnat we might live by the things He suf- 
fered. If He sent His gift first in swad- 
diing clothes and a manger, He sent it last 
in burial ciothes and a sepulcher.”

The two men with Cavender walked 
ahead and pushed into the room, ard 
Owen’s wife then closed the door in the 
face of Officer Cavender, with Owen inside. 
With the officer on the vutside, the two 
friends of Cavender, according tc their 
statements, tried to persuade Owen to sub- 
mit to arrest, and have no trouble, but they 
stated that Owen was in a figéshting muocd, 
and still threatened to kill them, 

Cavender pushed the door of the room 
open and jumped inside, making a leap at 
Owen. Bowers states that at that moinent 
Owen, who held his hand in his side pocket 
all the time, pulled out his gun and, aiming 
at Cavender, fired. The ball entered the 
body just above the abdomen, and Caven- 
der threw his hand to stomach and 
cried out that he was shot. 

Owen's statement differs maierially in re- 
gard to the facts that led to the shooting 
from those made by the men that went 
with Cavender. 

Owen said last night: 

“Cavender entered my thouse, and just as 
he did so he made a movement with his 
right hand as if to reach his pistol in his 
back pocket. Believing that the man 
meant to shoot me, I pulled my pistol and 
fired.’’

Breoghton Handles the Merrimac 
Here Without Gloves. 


SAYS HOBSON IS CONCE7IED 


Spoke of His Recent “Transcontinental 
Smacking Expedition.” 


A LARGE CROWD HEARD THE { 40N 


Also Had Something to Say Concern- 
ing the Female Side of Those 
Osculatory Seances. 


Dr. L. G. Broughton, pastor of the Third 
Baptist church, scored Hobson—he of the 
merry smack—with an unmerciful tongue 
yesterday morning. With scathing sar- 
casm the Atlanta minister referred to the 
hero of the Merrimac as a “conceited sport” 
@nd as “Jack the Kisser.”’ 

A large congregation was present to hear 
the sermon, and the singing, led by Mr. 
Wolfsohn, was excellent. Dr. Broughton 
took as his text John xx, 24: ‘“‘Thomas was 
not with them when Jesus came.” Before 
entering into this sermon proper, Dr. 
Broughton spoke of the significance of 
Christmas, but said he did not regard the 
day as sacred, 

He then announced as his sunject, ‘“‘Some 
Closing Incidents in the Earthly Career of 
Jesus,’ dealing mainly with the part Mary 
Magadalene played in the closing days. In 
part Dr. Broughton said: 

“IT thank God that women were not re- 
stricted in their work for Christ to giving 
ice cream suppers, cake walks and kissing 
frolics. It is belittling woman to say she's 
got to stay in the church kitchen. Jesus 
Christ sent Mary to preach the rirst sermon 
that was ever preached on the resurrec- 
tion; and that to an audience of men. What 
@ gracious indorsement is this of woman's 
right to expound the scriptures. Who 
would want a better? 

“Il tell you, a woman hag just as much 
right to tell of the risen Christ today as she 
ever had.. Her authority is direct from the 
Christ of whom she tells. I draw the line, 
only, on officialism. She is not to be placed 
in charge of man. She is to be subject to 
him at home as well as at church. But so 
far as telling the word is concerned, it is 
her right and command. Give us more 
godly women to teil of the Clarist,and we'll 
have a better world to live in. Let us come 
to a more dignified conception of woman's 
sphere. 

**Read the papers of late, and who is not 
sick over the silly nonsenst of Hobson's 
trans-continental smacking expedition? 
What a pity that a young man who by 
‘deeds of heroism at a timé of his nation’s 
struggie should leap to the front and write 
his name among the real heroes of our 
history, and then, to gratify an insane 
vanity, would lose all he had gained. No 
wonder Mr. Long, the secretary of our 
navy, called a halt to his sickening folly. 
If he didn’t, he ought to have done so. A 
fresh sport like that needs his mother con- 
stantly with him, 

“It is disgusting—it is silly. Hobson’s 

stock is down. It has fallen faster than 
mercury in a southern clime when struck 
by a western blizzard. Two weeks ago he 
had al] he could ask for; now he is repulsive 
to everybody, ‘Vanity, vanity, all is van- 
ity,’ sayeth the people. But what shall we 
say of the crazy women who put out their 
little mouths to be smacked by this ‘Jack 
the Kisser?’ 
“It seems to me if there ever was a tire 
when women ought to blush for the weak- 
ness of their sex, it is now. Surely, every 
modest woman resents this miserable 
slaughter of her queenly dignity. I am 
giad that Atlanta women had more teense 
and self-respect than to play the fool ! Ke 
their sisters in other cities. And vet per- 
haps Atlanta is not a bad city for kisses. 
Away with such nonsense! Let women un- 
derstand that they have more to do in life 
than to be toys and playthings for men. 
Hers is a, great mission. 

“No factor in the world’s affairs is half 
so potent for good as her influence when 
properly used. Let her keep this be fore her, 
and such conceited sports as f{'’ve just 
spoken of will be saved the loss of their 
greatness by such silly practices us has 
recently nauseated the public. Unde inti- 
macy of young men and women is one cf 
our greatest dangers today. Everything 
points to the pulling down of the former 
safeguards along this line. We must swing 
back, or society is ruined.” 

Dr. Broughton then dealt with the mis- 
takes of Thomas in not being present ‘when 
Jesus came,’ and showed how men are 
missing real success by not being ready and 
present when Jesus comes to direct and 
guide in the matters of life.

BY DR. STRADLEY | 


Preached Special Christmas Sermon at 
Trinity Yesterday Morning. 


GOOD CONGREGATION PRESENT 


The Church Was Tastefully and Ap- 
propriately Decorated. 


MUSICAL PROGRAMME WAS WELL RENDERED 


New Members Received Into Church. 
Pastor Was Assisted by Several 
Visiting Ministers. 


The specia] Christmas services at Trinity 
yesterday morning were interesting and 
appropriate. The church was tastefully 
decorated and presented an unusually beau- 
tiful appearance. The special music for 
the occasion was good. The congregation 
was large, 

The theme of Dr. Stradley’s 
which was eloquent and interesting, 
“God with Us in Christ.’’ The text was, 
“They shall call him Emanuel, which 
being interpreted is God with  us’’— 
Mathew 1, xxiii. 

Dr, Stradley introduced his andes by 
referring to the significance of ancient 
names and instanced those by which 
Christ was called. He said that of all His 
names the most suggestive and precious 
was the one which we least often use— 
Emanuel, 

“This name,” said he, ‘‘sets forth and 
emphasizes two great cardinal doctrines of 
the Bible; namely, the divinity and the 
humanity of Jesus, and particularly that 
He was human. 

“The great battle of the church with un- 
belief has been waged about the doctrine 
of Christ’s divinity. Fortunately the evi- 
dence was so overwhelming and the neces- 
sity for the world’s Suvior to be divine 
Was so great that the issue has long since 
been practically settled, and except for a 
few belated croakers, there are none who 
call this fact in question. To preach today 
on the divinity of Jesus would be as silly 
as. to preach on the existence of God. But 
the other half of the truth concerning the 
nature of Him in whose birth we today 
rejoice, while generally accepted, is not 
by any means so highly appreciated. 

‘“‘Wihile he is called the Son of God twenty 
times in the scriptures, and while all the 
attributes and honors of God are freely 
ascribed unto Him, He is called the Son of 
Man eigihty times, and this is the appella- 
tion which He is most fond of giving ‘thim- 
self. 

“It might be said, with all reverence, that 
this plan of incarnating himself was the 
only one possible to even God in making a 
full and perfect revelation to the world, 
and in meeting all the necessities of the 
case. Our salvation bankrupted heaven. It 
was the best and all that God could do. 

‘Deity alone could not make the needed 
atonement for sin; first, because God stood 
related to the lost world as the offended 
law giver and final judge, and secondly, 
because it is contrary to our conception of 
a perfect being that he should be capable 
of suffering as we know it, because suffer- 
ing is a sign of weakness and imperfec- 
tion. 

“It was equally impossible that man 
should work out his salvation unaided. 
Hence it follows that salvation could be 
attained only through the union of the 
divine with the human, as in Christ.’ 

At the close of the services three mem- 
bers were received into the church.

Under Arrest. 


OCCURRED IN CENTER OF CITY 


Officer Goree Gives Chase to the Two 
Men and Finally Arrests Them.

Little Miss Reynolds Reached Home 
Yesterday Afternoon Badly 
Frightened.

W. C. House and H. F. Brooks were ar- 
rested Saturday night at 8 o’clock by Of- 
ficer Goree on a warrant sworn out for the 
two men by 8S. B. Reynolds, an employee of 
the Atlanta Gas Works, who declared that 
they assaulted his little daughter, Annie 
Reynolds, while she was on her way home 
last evening. 

Yesterday, however, Brooks was released, 
the charge against him being ‘withdrawn. 

The alleged assault took place according 
to the statement of one of the officers who 
was called out to assist officer Goree near 
the corner of Piedmont avenue and Tenth 
street. 

W. C. House is the owner of a dairy farm 
that goes under his name and Brooks was 
one of his employees. 

Mr. Reynolds states that he was at his 
home on the corner of Piedmont avenue 
and Tenth street when his little ten-year- 
old daughter came running in,the house 
screaming and badly frightened from some 
cause. Finally the father got a descrip- 
tion of the two men whom his daughter 
said had assaulted her. 

Annie Reynolds stated to her parents 
that the two men who had assaulted her 
were riding in a wagon drawn by a mule 
and a gray horse and that one of her as- 
sailants was a young man of twenty or 
twenty-five years old with a light mus- 
tache. 

The father made all haste and found Of- 
ficer Goree not far from his house. To- 
gether the father of the girl and Officer 
Goree started to town and near the corner 
of Kimball street the wagon that the 
young girl had described was seen. 

As soon as the men in the wagon saw the 
officer coming toward them they started 
their horses in a run and were turning the 
corner of Kimball street when the rear 
wheel struck the curbstone and smashed 
the back of the wagon. 3 

Upon being arrested by the officer the 
men gave their names as W. C. House, the 
owner of the shattered wagon, and H. F. 
Brooks, his employee. Both men were in 
a beastly state of intoxication and from the 
answers they gave it was evident that they 


Knew nothing of what they had done earlier 


in the evening. 

The two men were taken to the barracks 
and jocked up on the charge of criminal as- 
sault, but the evidence against them at 
the present time is not altogether clear. 
During the greater part of the night Of- 
ficer Goree made an effort to find witnesses 
of the scene that had been enacted near the 
corner of Piedmont avenue and Tenth st. 
The officer has every reason to believe that 
they have the right men in prison. 

At the police barracks neither House nor 
Brooks would say anything in regard to 
their whereabouts at the time it is believed 
the assault was made. Both evidently were 
too intoxicated to remember that far hack 
or else they pretended to be. 

Mr. Reynolds, the father of the young 
girl, calle@ at the police barracks last 
night to confer with Captain Jennings and 
he stated that there was little doubt in 
his mind that the two men who had 
been arrested were the ones that were 
guilty of the attempt. 

The parents of the little Reynolds girl 
fear that her mind will he temporaridy af- 
fected from the great fright she has under- 
gone. 

Mr. Reynold after his conference with the 
chief of police accompanied Officer Goree in 
search of witnesses to the attempted as- 
sault and it is probable that before the 
case comes up for trial before the recorder 
on the city charge against the men the 
necessary evidence will be secured. The 
description of the twwm men and the wagon 
that was run down by Officer Goree was 
similar in every detail with that given by 
the girl upon her return to her home. The 
case will be given the fullest investigation 
by the police and it is probable that 
House will find a serious charge against 
him when he appears in court. As stated, 
Brooks was released.

NIXON BY ACCIDENT 


Negroes Joking ina Restaurant on Ivy 
Street Cause Trouble. 


DIDN’T KNOW IT WAS LOADED 


Raising a Pistol in Spirit of Fun, Mar- 
tin Tells Nixon He Will Shoot. 


NIXON IN VERY DANGEROUS CONDITION 


Martin Gives Himself Up to Officers 
and Is Now Behind the Station 
House Bars. 


In a spirit of fun, John Martin, a well 
known negro who resides at 71 Fort street, 
pulled a pistol on Jonas Nixon, another 
negro, last night in Jones’s restaurant on 
Ivy street, and thinking the gun was load- 
ed With blank cartridges, pulled the trig- 
ger. Nixon sank to the floor with a 38- 
caliber bullet in his chest. 

The, restaurant was full of negroes, and 
sv far as known there was no dispute be- 
tween the two men that could have induced 
any such serious action on the part of 
Martin. The shooting took place at 7 
o'clock and the report attracted a larg 
crowd to the place. 

In the restaurant with the men was a 
woman known by the name of Mary among 
the habitues of the eating thouse, The wo- 
man had in her hand a bag of candy that 
had been given her by Martin, and to tease 
the woman, Nixon grabbed the bag out of 
her hand and began eating the candy. 

The woman called on Martin to take the 
candy from Nixon, and Matrin proceeded 
to take it. A witness to the shooting stat- 
ed thut Martin said, “Give her that can- 
dy,”’ and raising the gun he had in his 
hand, he aimed it at Nixon. Martin touch- 
ed the triecger and the ball entered the 
body of Nixon in the right chest. 

The Grady hospital ambulance was sent 
for and the wounded man was taken oui 
of the restaurant, and accompanied by the 
man who had done the shooting, was sent 
to the hospital. While on the operating 
table Nixon is reported as saying that he 
and Martin were the best of friends, and 
that the shooting was altogether the result 
of an accident. The wound of the negro 
was dressed, and it is not thought that 
it will result fatally, although the man is 
considere@ in a very critica] condition. 

Leaving the hospital, Martin went up the 
street to the seene of the shooting and vol- 
untarily gave ‘himself up to Officer J. F. 
Wihite. The statement made by the man 
at the police barracks was a straightfor- 
ward one, and it is probable that upon 
the recovery of Nixon the man will be 
turned loose 

There is no doubt in the minds of the 
officers that the shooting was an accident, 
and that, Martin can establish his inno- 
cence, 

Martin states that he ‘had only a moment 
vefore taken the pistol out of a drawer in 
the restaurant and was holding it in his 
hang, thinking it was icadeqg with blank 
eartridges. As Nixon fell to the floor, he 
cried out, ‘‘I’m shot!’ and Martin, think- 
ing that the man was joking, said: “You 
can't fool anybody; we Know you are not 
dead.’’ 

On the dockets at the police barracks 
Martin was held for assault with intent 
to murder pending the investigation of the 
circumstances, but it is probable that in 
the next few days the charges against him 
will be dismissed. ‘
